truly, that an orange grove will yield 
the owner a profit of fifteen hundred 
dollars per acre per annum, but forgets 
to say that it takes from teu to fifteen 
years 
of 
careful 
nurturing 
to 


grow the 
grove, during 
which time 


it is non-productive. 
These 
descrip- 


tions of a country and its products are 
deceptive 
when read 
by the light of 


practical 
fact. 
It is well that the in- 


tending immigrant 
should know that 


these 
beautiful orange 
groves cannot 


be had for the asking; that they cost 
from two thousand 
to five thousand 


dollars per acre; that bare land adapted 
to the orange, lemon and lime culture 
cannot be purchased 
in the vicinity of 


Los Angeles 
for less 
than from one 


hundred 
to five hundred 
dollars per 


acre; 
that no 
one can plant 
out and 


cultivate up to a remunerative 
period 


an 
orange 
grove 
without money or 


industry or both; and that though this 
is a country where 
the return is large 


in proportion to the means expended, 
yet it is not a country 
in which one 


need expect 
something 
for nothing. 


We maintain that California, and es- 
pecially Southern 
California, is one of 


the finest countries 
in the world for 


almost all classes of soil tillers, but we 


do not wish to deceive an}' one into 
the belief that it is a paradise 
to which 


all 
may 
have 
ownership 
without 


money and without price. 
Adam was 


the only man 
the world ever saw to 


whom a garden of paradise 
was fur- 


nished 
free of cost, 
and 
he did not 


know enough 
to keep it. 
There are 


mauy 
gardeus 
of paradise 
here, 
but 


they cost 
money 
and they are in the 


hands of men who know their value. 
There 
is room 
here for many 
more, 


and we want men to come 
and make 


them, but we wish them to distinctly 
understand 
that though the reward is 


certain 
the task is one of time aud 


labor.

THE BAPTIST CHURCH. 


Last Sunday morning after the close 
of the service the following documents 
were read; 
To the Members of the First Baptist 
Church of Los Angeles: 
D e a r l y B e l o v e d : More than fif­ 
teen months have elapsed since my 
arrival In your city, at which time 
there was no organization and but few 
members of our denomination. 
We 
comtneuced, however, to proclaim the 
gospel from Sabbath to Sabbath in the 
Court House under the most unfavor­ 
able circumstances, for the want of a 
suitable place of worship, etc., which 
I regret is still the case, but yet the 
means employed, though feeble, re­ 
sulted in the present organization, 
whose unanimous invitation to be­ 
come its pastor I accepted for a limited 
period or until a permanent pastor 
could be obtained. The duties devolv­ 
ing thereupon we have endeavored to 
discharge to the best of our ability. 
Aud in this connection permit me to 
acknowledge the touching proofs of 
your kindness, forbearance aud love 
towards myself and family which will 
ever be held in grateful remembrance. 
Having for a time been laid aside front 
active service inconsequence of slight 
bodily indisposition, and knowing full 
well the great extent of this inviting 
field aud the urgent necessity of assid­ 
uous aud arduous labor in the various 
portions thereof, 1 have felt assured 
that it will be for the glory of God and 
the interests of the Redeemer’s K ing­ 
dom to tender again my resignation, 
trusting that H e who holds tiie seven 
stars (ministers) in His right hand 
ready to bestow will grant you one in 
answer to prayer who will be instru­ 
mental in greatly enlarging the bor­ 
ders of Zion until a “ little one be­ 
comes a thousand.” 
“ The 
Lord 
basten it in his time.” And now, 
dear brethren, in conclusion permit me 
to say it will afford me the greatest joy 
to learn of your prosperity in whatever 
department of the Master’s cause I 
may henceforth be called to labor. 
Ever affectionately yours in the Gos­ 
pel o f Christ, 
W m. H o b b s. 


The following is the reply: 
To the Rev. Dr. Hobbs : 
D e a r B r o t h e r : Your letter of res­ 
ignation has awakened feelings of the 
deepest emotion in all our hearts. To 
our generous and self-sacrificing la- 
ors of love, we owe our present exist­ 
ence as a Church of Christ, and our 
only regret is that we have rendered 
so little material and moral support in 
the work which, under God, you were 
enabled to inaugurate anil mature; 
but now, in consequence of bodily in­ 
disposition, necessitating your release 
from the weighty and solemn respon­ 
sibilities of the pastorate, we yield to 
your earnest solicitation, cherishing 
the hope that your desire,as expressed 
in your letter, viz: “That the Great 
Head of the Church will ere long send 
us a faithful and efficient laborer to 
break to us the bread of life and build 
up the walls of Zion,” the foundation 
of which your labors, under God, have 
established; and wre pray Almighty 
God to restore your health that you 
may still continue to promote the 
cause of our Adorable Redeemer in 
the future, as we are glad to know you 
have done during the past thirty years 
in both hemispheres. Aud now, dear 
brother, trusting that the presence 
and blessing of God, our Savior, may 
ever be your abiding portion, and de­ 
siring you to rest assured that we shall 
not cease to remember you and your 
beloved family in our fervent prayers, 
keeping in mind that our separation 
here 
at the very longest cannot 
be but brief and with holy confidence 
and expectation to meet again in that 
better land to unite with dear friends 
who have passed on before in ascrip­ 
tions of praise to the Great Shepherd 
who will lead 
the whole flock to 
ever living fountains where farewells 
are never heard.
